PAKISTAN STEEL TO IMPORT ORE FROM INDIA 
Karachi DAWN in English 5 May 80 p 10 


[Text] Islamabad, May 4: Pakistan Steel at Karachi, which is scheduled to 
start partial trial production by the end of this year, will import about 
19,30,000 tons of iron ore from India, Australia, Liberia and Canada, ii 

is reliably learnt. 


The Federal Cabinet has authorised Pakistan Steel Mill to go ahead with 
finalisation of negotiation with India for the purchase about 3, 00,000 
tons of fine ore. 


The negotiation with India for the supply of iron ore started following an 
offer made by New Delhi last year. In the beginning it was planned to 

import iron ore either from Australia, Liberia or Brazil. The decision to 
buy Indian ore was made mainly because of the cost advantage due to close 
proximity of the supply source. It is hoped the purchase of iron ore from 
India would help Pakistan keep the cost of production reasonably low at the 
Pakistan Steel which will be ready for t'ring the first blast furnace towards 
the end of this year. 


It is reported that out of total import 40 percent iron ore will be purchased 
from India while the balance of 40 and 20 percent will be imported from 
Australia and Brazil respectively. 


Meanwhile the purchase of lumpore another quality of iron will however 
purchased from Liberia, Brazil and Canada. 


it may be recalled the trade between India and Pakistan has remained ¢ a 
low level since 1965. But last year Pakistan impor.ed goode worth a) ut 
330 million from India while exports were aleo of the same size. Pub.ic 
and private sectors in Pakistan consider the iron ore deal with India a 
notable change in the situation.

He said, “practically, there wae no opposition in the Parliament during 
the days of Awami-BKSALites. Now the opposition can freely criticise the 
government in the Parliament. International agreements and treaties were 
never discussed in the parliament during the Awami daye. But now those 
will be placed before the parliament for discussion.

“No alien force will 
succeed in bringing any change in the power that be,” he said. 


He cautioned those who were conspiring againet the policies of production 
in the country and called upon the striking government employees to iden- 
tify themeelves with the people in the greater interest of the country. 





The BNP Secretary General said that there would be only one struggle in 
the country. The etruggle would be against ecarcity of food, cloth etc, 
he said.

PRESIDENT SAYS FOOD PRODUCTION WILL DOUBLE 
Dacea THE BANGLADESH OBSERVER in English 31 Mar 80 pp 1, 12 


[Excerpt] President Ziaur Ratan said in Dacca on Sunday that the govern- 
ment identified the agriculture sector as the “most important” sector for 
the country and effective steps were being taken to develop it for doubling 
food production with in a shortest possible time, reports BSS. 


To achieve the goal of doubling food production, the government will alseo 
reorganise the Agriculture Ministry, President Zia said this while inaugu- 
rating a permanent exhibition of country-made agricultural equipment in 
Dacca on Sunday afternoon. 


Sponsored by “Sangladesh Krishi Bank, the exhibition, first of ite kind 
in the country put on display over 24 types of low cost country-made 
agricultural equipments. 


Laying emphasis for producing country-made agricultural equipment, the 
President also declared that the government would soon set up one factory 
in each thana of the country shortly. These factories, he said, would pro- 
duce huge number of low-cost pumps, tube wells and other equipment. 


Stressing the need for training of the farmers, the President also said 
that the government had a plan to provide training to the farmers to handle 
these equipment. The Youth Development Ministry would be given the task 

to carry on the training programme, he added. 


President Zia also maintained that to make a revolutionary change in our 
agriculture sector, we must be self-sufficient by dint of our own capa- 
bilities. He explained the problems of foreign made modern equipment and 
said that for the increasing prices of fuel and shortage of spares, we 
must go for producing those locally. 


The function was also addressed by the Agriculture Minister Major General 
(Retd) Nurul Ielam, State Minister for Finance Mr Atauddin Khan and the 
Chairman and Managing Director of Bangladesh Krishi Bank, Mr Khairul Kabir. 
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Explaining the oolective of the non=-going revolution--the canal digging 
programme, the President told hie audience that the main aim of this 
programme was to ensure production of winter crops in the country, which 
were not produced because of the lack of irrigation facilities. 


He said during the Last winter season, about three times increased wheat 
were produced in the country than the last year. He also announced that 
the target of wheat production during the coming winter season would be 
about 40 lakh tons. 


The President who later visited the exhibition said that this exhibition 
would play a vital role in the agricultural development of the country. 

He said as © sovereign nation we must stand on our own feet and work hard 
for rebuilding the country. 


Referring to the countries which were developed in agriculture, he said if 
we went through the history of their development we would see that they 
made success through implementing their indigenous methods. 


He called upon the people to use the country made equipment in their fields 
and help develop the country before long. 


Referring to the old method of agriculture, he pointed out that with a 
view to giving knowledge of modern cultivation the peasants of the country 
should be provided with necessary training.

SURVEY REVEALS PROBLEMS OF NUTRITION 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH OBSERVER in English 1 Apr 80 pp 5, 6

"Socioeconomic Constraints in Improving Nutrition Status in Bangladesh"

[Text] Perhaps the most important development in our thinking about nutri- 
tion problems during the past 10 years has been the recognition that mal- 
nutrition is neither simply another disease to be cured, nor a problem 
looking for a technical solution. Instead, we've learned, malnutrition is 
inextricably entangled with the complex structural determinants of poverty 
and the resulting syndrome of deprivation facing the poor. This paper dis- 
cusses these social and economic variables as they relate to malnutrition 
in Bangladesh. 


In discussing the constraints to improved nutrition it is helpful to con- 

ceptualize the issues in terms of a constraints model, or stated otherwise, 
a model of the determinants or causality of malnutrition. One such model, 
appropriate for Bangladesh is presented, in its simplest form in Figure 1.

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The Nuteition Survey of Rural Sangiadesh, carried out by the Inetitute of 
Nutrition and Pood Science, University of Dacca leaves fo doubt about the 
severity of @ainutrition in Bangladesh nor about the deterioration in 
futritional statue elinee the earlier survey of 1962-64, Using the Gomes 
Classification of weight for age, 78.8 percent of children below the age 
of 5 were found to be suffering from second or third degree malnutrition, 
Tile compares with a figure of roughly 60 percent in 1962-64, It also 
compares with figures of less than 20 percent for Latin America as a whole 
and less than 5 percent in Chile, 


Such malnutrition, usually measured by means of anthopometry, biochemistry 
and/or clinical signe, is caused most directly by inadequate food intake 

and the presence of infectious diseases (two determinants which interact 
strongly with one another and produce 4 negative synergistic effect on nutri- 
tional etatus). 


infectious disease is 4 function of poverty and poor sanitation and ite 
severity usually is conditioned by belief patterns, and the presence or 
absence of health care. Inadequate food intake is determined by 4 combina- 
tion of factors indicated on the upper portion of the diagram. One can 

look at these moet easily ae fitting into three scenarios or sete of 
explanations for inadequate food intake. Examples of all three can be 

found in Bangladesh today. The first scenario involves inadequate food 
availability in particular populated regions of the country. We witness 
thie in famine-affected areas particularly during the rainy season in Bangla- 
desh. The second is characterized by adequate food availability but inade- 
quate purchasing power available to large population groups. This is the 
moet common pattern in Bangladesh. The third is one of adequate food avail- 
ability and purchasing power but delet orious belief patterns which lead to 
inadequate or inappropriate food intake, particularly by the vulnerable 
groups. To address inadequate food intake rationally and effectively, it 
would seem necessary to howe 4 reasonable understanding at 411 tines of 
which escenario or combination of ecenarios is operating. 


Ae indicated by the diagram, income constraints also have their own caus- 
ality, and in Bangladesh, are primarily 4 function of land ownership and 
employment factore. These in turn are determined by the operating social 
structure in force in a particular area. 


Inadequate Food Intake: The Nutrition Survey of Rural Bangladesh 

reported that food and nutrient intake in rural households in 1975-76 were 
less for all important foode and nutrients than in 1962-64. In 1975-76 
average percent of daily nutrient requirement met was as follows: Calorie 
9} percent Protein 127 percent calcium 68 percent iron 28 percent Vitamin 
A 32 percent. Thiamine 177 percent Riboflavin 62 percent Niacin 146 per- 
cent. The Vitamin C 32 percent. The nutrients in which 4 significant 
proportion of households were deficient were calories, protein, calcium, 
Vitamin A, Riboflavin and Vitamin C. About 60 percent of households vere 
deficient in calories 30 percent in Protein 80 percent in calcium 








90 percent in Vitamin A 90 percent in Roboflavin and 9) percent in Vitamin 
C. The intakes of children and pregnant and lactating women were found to 
be deficient in calories, protein, calcium, Vitamin A, Riboflavin and Vita- 
min C, Among the children these deficiencies were highest in the lower age 
aroupe, 


inadequate Food Availability Conventionally, malnutrition in Bangladesh 

hae been thought of predominantly, as 4 problem of inadequate food supply, 
the assumption being that with adequate food stocks in the country malnu- 
trition would eventually disappear. Thie does not appear to be the case. 


Although overall national food availability per se may not be 4 critically 
important determinant of nutritional status in Bangladesh, it ise clear that 
food intake snd nutritional etatue are reduced substantially during the hot 
and rainy seseons, partly the result of lower food stocks available in the 
home and higher food prices in the market. For the same reasons, localized 
food ecarcity situations inevitably result in 4 deteri@ation of nutritional 
statue, particularly among lower income families who consistently euf fer 
most from then. 


Inadequate income: in Bangladesh, family income and wealth probably repre- 
sent the primary determinants of household food intake. Data collected in 
the Nutrition Survey of Rural Bangladesh 1975-76 suggest that although food 
supply in the country ie not yet fully adequate to meet the needs of the 
entire population, the problems of hunger and malnutrition relate more to 
inadequacies of demand rather than to inadequacies of supply. Ewen there 
sufficient food is locally available, the poor, among whom hunger and aai- 
futrition is concentrated, simply do not have adequate purchasing power 
with which to meet their food needs. Thus while other factore can be in- 
portant, real income and wealth are such significant determinants that they 
can be used as general indicators and predictors of household intake. 


One means therefore of approaching the problem of malnutrition in the 
national planning process is to indicate the income level at which house- 
hold food intake is adequate, determine the number and percentage of per- 
eons below that “poverty level,” and then determine the optimal means of 
increasing the incomes of nutritionally deficit households and/or finding 
other means to meet their nutritional needs. 


In rural Bangladesh size of farm constitutes both 4 reasonably good proxy 
for economic status «‘ the household and aleo an important determinant 

of it. As euch it alec determines the qutrient intake of the family. 

The Nutrition Survey of Rural Bangladesh provides some farm size~-specif ic 
nutrient intake data that can be used to determine the minimal farm size 
above which household food intake is found to be adequate. Given 4 stand- 
ard of 2250 calories per average person per day calorie adequacy was found 
to be associated with land ownership of at least 3 acres in 1975-76. 
Seventy-eix percent of the rural population fell below thie land holding 
level. 


Nigh Coneumer Prices! High conewmer prices result in decreased food consump- 
tion and, ufider some conditions in reduced nutritional statue particularly 
in areas where most of the population purchase their food from the open 
market. The relationship, however, is 4 complen one ae indicated by data 
collected for the Nutrition survey of Rural Bangladesh and in connection 
with a project on Nutritional Surveillance of Vulnerable Group Feeding 
Programme carried out by the Inetitute of Nutrition and Pood Science. 


The Nutrition Survey of Rural Bangladesh collected rice and wheat consump- 
tion data in May-July, August-September, October-November and Pebruary-April 
197576 in three locations: Sallabaid in Dacca District, Busrugpatanosa 

in Rangpur and Bramottar in Chittagong. Since the second half of 1965 was 
a period of hignly eignificant price decline it provided an unusual oppor- 
tunity to examine thie relationship. Since price of rice is highly corre- 
lated with the price of wheat (the correlation coefficient ie weually over 
0.70) the rice price in thie analysis can act a6 4 proxy for rice and wheat 
prices. Although the date do not suggest o direct and immediate linear 
relationship, they do indicate the existence of a relationship in two of 
the three areas. in Sallabaid in May-July, when the rice price was Taka 278 
per maund, per capita daily intake of rice and wheat was 299 grams. As 
price fell, per capita intake increased and etabilieed at a auch higher 
lewel for the reset of the year. A similar relat onship is observed in 
Putrugpatanosa., Both Sallabaid and Bugrugpatanora were, at the time, 
foodgrain deficit areas. in Bramotter, on the other hand, which is a food- 
grain surplus area, 4 different relationship was observed. Were rice price 
had no discernible influence on food grain intake. In Bramottar, per 
capita daily food erain consumption remained fairly stable between 656 and 
704 erame over the year irrespective of variations in food grain prices. 


The Nutritional surveillance project collected data on rice prices and the 
percentage of children (0-10 yeare of age) who fell below 90 percent of 
Harvard weight for height «tandards. 


Pood Prices, clearly, are only one of several determinants of seasonal 
changes in nutritional etatue. Other research in Bangladesh indicates 4 
drop in on-farm employment during the rainy season, an increase in vwater- 
borne disease, and importantiy, 4 significant increase in diarrheal inf ec- 
tion. 


Deleterious Belief Patterns and Practices: Even when local food availabil- 
ity and family purchasing power are adequate, malnutrition frequently occurs 
as a result of deleterious belief patterns. Those most seriously affected 
are the vulnerable groups: children in the first years of life and preg- 
nant and qureing mothers. 


The moet serious probleme among young children in Bangladesh relate speci- 
fleally to weaning practices are integrally related to the high prevalence 
of diarrhoea! disease. Unlike parte of Latin America, Africa and South 

fast Asia were there has been 4 marked reduction in breast feeding, this 





has fot yet become 4 serious problem in Bangladesh. (The colostrum, 
however, weually ie expelled before breast feeding begine.) On the other 
hand, delay in the provision of supplementary solid feed ie extremely seri- 
ous, Although euch food te needed by the age of 4 to 6 months, it rarely 
ie introduced before the age of 12 months, and frequentiy auch later, it 
then ie frequentiy withdrawn during an attack of diarrhoea or in the 

case of a fever. Mothere accurately perceive that the introduction of 
solid foods (frequentiy unclean and sometimes difficult to digest) will 
increase the likelihood of diarrhoea in the short run, and they have seen 
that many children die of severe diarrhoes. What they don't see is that 
the overall risk of mortality ie @uch higher in the case of children who 
do not receive supplementary food, suffer ae a result from protein-caloriec 
malnutrition, and in turn, do not have the resistance to withetand subse- 
quent bouts of diarrhoea measles or other childtoad iliness. 


There are many food taboo and superstitions related to pregnancy and lac- 
tation. In addition there is not yet an appreciation of the mother's extra 
food needs during these periods. 


Beyond the vulnerable groupe, diets are largely determined by economic 
status. They also are determined by seasonal food availability (although 
the intake of vegetables, relative to other South Asian countries, is low 
throughout the year) and by the Unani Classification (used in most of 
South Asia) of foode and the treatment of ilinees. This system includes 
the distinction between “hot” or difficult to digest foods (guru pak) and 
“eold” or easy to digest foods (laghu pak). The former includes seat, 
eges, ghee lentils, wheat flour and eweets, and should be avoided during 
the hot season or during 4 “hot” illness (diarrhoea fever or abdominal 
pain). The latter includes fruits, curds, email fish and epinach, is not 
to be eaten during the cold season, and is to be avoided during a “cold” 
iliness (a flu or cold). 


Finally there is the problem of food priorities within the home. While 
mothere and younger children generally eat after fathers and elder asle 
children, there is not yet empirical ewidence to indicate whether or not 
the former eat lees, ae 4 result, than they would otherwise and by how 
much. It also is unclear how @uch the intake of mothers and children is 
affected by intra-family distribution priorities as opposed to the belief 
patterns diecussed above. 


Peployment: Economic status in Bangladesh usually is determined by some 
combination of land ownership and employment. 


Unemployment and underemployment are at the same time manifestations of 
underdevelopment and constraints to development. In Bangladesh, these 
problems perpetuate the poverty and suffering of low income groups, while 
they undermine any strategy of agricultural/rural development requiring 
rural purchasing power and markets. They arise from the shortage of new 
land for cultivation, the high rate of landleseness, and the lack of 
alternative enployment opportunities in the rural economy. 





The agricultural labour foree in 1975-76 was estimated by UNDP at 22 
®iliion persons, Employment that year was estimated at 3.210 million 
person days at 12.84 million man years, UNDP estimates that since high 
yielding varieties of foodgraine have a higher labour requirement, there 
has been an increase in employment generated by foodgrain production in 
recent years, (The foodgrain sector accounts for 60 percent of total 
rural employment.) But thie inerease hase not exceeded 1.5 percent per 
year, well below the 2.4 percent annual increase in the rural labour force. 
Tven with the most optimistic estimates about other agricultural and non- 
agricultural employment, it ie clear that rural employment is increasing. 
This simple fact would seem to throw into question any optimistic projec- 
tions about the wellbeing of the rural poor and their nutritional etatus. 


One interpolation of Household Expenditure Survey data indicates that even 
when partially employed 95 percent of agricultural labourers (as opposed 
to 45 percent of landowners) are below the nutritionally based, poverty- 
line now estimated at Tk 1,202 per person per year. 


Social Structure: Ultimately the likelihoed of altering the economic 
determinants of malnutrition in rural areas comes down to issues of social 
structure. in Bangladesh, despite the absence of a formal caste systen, 
thie etructure ie rigidly etratified with the highest premiums placed on 
large land holdings and an administrative position in government. 


Status and economic wellbeing assure access to education, health care, 
inetitutional credit and employment opportunities. They aleo carry with 
them control of rural programmes instituted by the central government, 
even when the intended beneficiaries of those programmes are the poor. As 
4 result this economic and political control creates 4 patron-client struc- 
ture which, in turn, sesures some maintenance of the existing system. The 
one way for the poor and powerless to cain same access to resources is to 
become cliente of more po. erful person or households. The latter, provide 
seasonal employment, credit, and protection in return for allegiance. 


in such « dependency situation and without the opportunity to control 
resources or substantial decision making on their own, the poor have little 
opportunity to overcome the economic and social constraints to improved 
nutrition in any viable and self-sustaining fashion.

STAGE SET FOR LAUNCHING OF NEW 5-YEAR PLAN 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH OBSERVER in English 2 Apr 80 p 3 
(Editorial) 


{Text} The Second Five-Year Plan is reported to be in the final stage of 
formulation. The size of the plan, the number of projects to be imple- 
mented and even the intersectoral priorities have been examined and set at 
certain concrete levels. The strategies for achieving the target of 
growth have been formulated and the overall goal of meeting basic minimum 
for the eighty seven million people by and large, has been set. The con- 
straints that impeded growth in the past have been investigated into and 
measures for obviating or bypassing them have been evolved. in other 
words, the stage is set for launching the plan by July 1980. 


One of the gajor goale of the plan is to attain self-sufficiency in food 

by the terminal year. For thie the strategies have been set in terme of 
doubling food production by bringing more of crop areas within the irri- 
gation facilities. And the policy planners under the guidance of Presi- 
dent Ziaur Rahman, have given a green signal to what is now called mass 
participation in canal-digging programmes. This is 4 new dimension of the 
planning process and the planning authorities should have computed the volun- 
tary labour content of the masses a6 4 part of national resources and asked 
the aid giving agencies to refurbish their commitments. In other words, 

aid giving agencies should contribute more and more for developmental activ- 
ities including the mase-participation programmes. 


The other major goal will be to generate employment opportunities for the 
millions who enter the employment market. This would require examining 

the capital investment part more critically with a view to matching employ- 
ment goale with those of capital efficiency. The emphasis on growth rate 
has to be tinged with the target of employment, if necessary, by opting 

for labour intensive technology. Likewise, the ek‘ll level of the work- 
force have to be upgraded by giving priority to programmes for training 

and nonformal education. And for all these the exercise done at the macro- 
level should not only be consistent but aleo meet the cumulative require- 
gente of the individual projects and the efficiency thereof. in-depth 
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studies on these issues have been made and it is expected that the aid 
giving agencies would appreciate the implication while considering pro- 
jects for aid, 


incidentaliy, the Aslan Development Bank hae 411 through supported the 
development projects in Bangladesh, Like othere thie financing agency 
hae given priority treatment to projects for irrigation and input manage- 
ment for helping Bangladesh attain self-euffictency in food in the shortest 
possible time. The visit of Mr A.T. Bambawale, the Vice-President of the 
ADB, juet before finalization of the Second-Five-Year Plan is meaningful. 
His discussion with the President and the Minister for Planning may have 
given him an insight into the efficacy of the etrategies and goals of the 
plan. Hie visi. will aleo afford him with an opportunity to have 4 pre- 
view of the entire plan needed for identifying critical projects for 
support. Onee the same exercise is done, it will be possible for the ADB 
to extend support to the for:heoming plan. 


Ae reported, the ADB may simplify the procedures for credit and the Vice- 
President has rightly hinted at the need for such simplification. Bilate- 
ral and multi-lateral negotiation for loans, credit and even aid are often 
faced with quagmire of proceduraliem and, as euch; the support reaches the 
project belatedly. And belated support aleo means the costlier inflow of 
capital goods. The investment echedule thus becomes twisted and affect 
the consistency of input-output exercise and of other euch exercises. it 
is hoped that the ADB procedures will be facilitating in content and spirit. 
In this commection, it should be noted that our internal precedence for 
project planning and project implementation need aleo to be streaml ined 
and dovetailed to effective utilization of resources and to ultimate 
maximization of inputs in terms of the output and overall growth and seif- 
sufficiency. 
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PRIME MINISTER: MUSLIM EDUCATION 1 BE REORIENTED

[Text] Mirearai (Chittagong) Mar. 30:--Prime Minister Shah Agizur Rahman 
today said here that Madrasha education was being reoriented and that a new 
syllabus would be introduced harmonising Madrasha and general education, 
reporte BSS. 


Addressing a largely attended Islamic conference at Latifia Senior Madrasha 
ground here this gorning he stressed the need for including scientific and 
technical subjects in the syllabi of Madrasha education of the country with 
4 view to widening ite scope and utility according to the demands of 
modern times. 


The Prime Minister eaid that there was imperative need for moral rearmament 
of our youth and that the government was considering introduction of compul- 
sory religious education for the students of all communities. 


The Prime Minister told the gathering that consolidation and strengthening 
of Islamic solidarity was 4 constitutional obligation. In fulfillment of 
this obligation today we have built a deepening relations with 411 Muslim 
countries of the world. Unity of the Muslim world is an effective deterrent 
ageinet foreign aggression ae well as internal subversion, he added. 


Referring to Bangladesh nationaliem, he pointed out that the concept of 
Bangladesh nationaliem was fully compatible with the Islamic ideale. Wo 
Muslim country of the world territorial and linguistic nationaliem was in 
conflict with the Islamic fraternity. 


Shah Azizgur Rahman advised the student community and the teachers against 
bringing politics in the classroom although, he said, they had unfettered 
democratic right to pursue political activities outside the campus of 
educational institutions.

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RECOMMENDATIONS OF MUSLIM EDUCATIONAL PARLEY REPORTED

{Text} The International Conference on Education and Culture in the Muslim 
World has recommended that 411 Muslim countries should set up Islamic edu- 
cation and research centres, reports BSS. 


The conference held in Dacca from March 22 to .' was participated by inter- 
nationally reputed scholars form different Muslim countries. 


In the discussion papers and speeches during the conference the stress 
was given on the basic principle of Islam as the suurce of a common 
cultural pattern throughout the Muslim World. It wae observed that the 
Telamic principles were the major force that unite the Muslim World and 
provided solidarity. 


The conference, while analysing the variations in the local culture of 
different Muslim countries strongly felt that such variation had sometime 
led to deviation from the major unifying source the Quran and the Sunnah. 


The conference further recommended that all Muslim countries should estab- 
lish the Quran and the Sunnah as their final goal and provide “those facil- 
ities in their local institutions and also in their own education systems 
which would help the countries and their people to proceed towards the 
establishment of a society based on the Quran and the Sunnah.” 


The Islamic Educational and Research Institute established lact year in 
Dacca will hold the Third World Conference in 1981 in order to find out 
ways and means for producing text books on the basis of the curriculum 
framed at the Second World Conference.

PRIME MINISTER GANDHI ADDRESSES DE!.HI STUDENTS 
Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 2 Apr 80 p 1 


[Text] New Delhi, April 1 (UNI). The Prime Minister, Mre Indira Gandhi, 
today described the “sons of the soil" theory as a pernicious one which 
“narrows down the opportunity of elevation to higher poste and deprives 
the region of greater and more varied talent." 


Addressing the Delhi University convocation, Mre Gandhi said it should be 
“our earnest endeavour to provide the people jobs near home" because not 
many people could migrate to other parte of the country for work, but the 
“sons of the soil” theory was no anewer for that. 


“Any narrowmindedness, especially which leads to agitations, has reactions 
in other places, hite development and does not allow employment to increase,” 
she added. 


The Prime Minister said perhaps it was natural to think that if Bengalis 
went out of Assam or the Assamese went out of Bengal or North and South 

Indians from Bombay, conditions would improve and more jobs would become 
available to local people. “But there are no such simplistic solutions.” 


Only Solution 


Mre Gandhi eaid some schemes helped in the short term, but basically there 
was only one solution to unemployment and that was development of agricul- 
ture and industry in a big way. This called for a nation-wide effort and 
nationwide mobility for experts and trained personnel. 


Mre Gandhi said humanity's survival depended on its tolerance of “each 
people living their own lives” and on the rejection of any conformity which 
would negate the personality of nations, groupe and individuals. 


The starry moments of our history occurred when the vastness and variety 
of India were comprehended in a unified vision. The ancient heroes of 
India's epice travelled the length and breadth of the country, spreading 
the concept of Indianness. That was why people cherished the memory of 
Asoka, Samudragupta, Akbar and Shivaji. The resplendent spiritual leaders 
were heralds of India's unity and “conquerors of the directions.” 
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She said unity was now threatened with agitations and mental attitudes. 
What held a country together was basically the people's love for it and 
willingness to work and sacrifice for it. 


Mre Gandhi said the young wanted a cause to fight for and something to 
rebel against. Too often this was dissipated in trivialities and irrela- 
vancies. “This and confrontation for its own sake or for narrow ends are 
self-destructive and even harmful for the nation." 


It should not be forgotten that India was a special country and was now 
at a particularly crucial point in ite development, when the world around 
it was in turmoil. 


Unemployment was a matter of major concern, she said. “There must not only 
be enough jobs which befit the qualifications and expectations of our bright 
trained young people, but they must also contribute towards strengthening 
the nation.” 


Mre Gandhi said the people should not imitate other countries or other 
systems, nor was it the aim to become improved editions of them. 


"We are Indians and we want to make our country a better India, unique 
in ite history and experiences and unique in the future it envisages for 
iteelf,” she said. 


"Education in its widest sense is how to produce balanced personalities, 
capable of meeting, without undue stress, the contingencies and vicissi- 
tudes of life,” she said. 





PTI adds: The vice-president, Mr M. Hidayatullah, who is chancellor of 
Delhi University, presented 75 medals and 56 prizes to the graduates. 
Mr Hidayatullah's brief a'dress consisted of a few shlokas in Sanskrit. 


Mre Gandhi had been asked to write for a book on India when she ceased to 
be the Prime Minister in 1977. It was believed then that respite from 
governmental responsibilities would give her time to write. 


"But things seldom turn out as we expect,” she remarked in her address. 
"My life continued to be one of continuous movement from place to place 
and an endless stream of visitors from all lands.” 


The new graduates got a tip from Mrs Gandhi on how to avoid disappoint- 
ments in life. 


"As a student, I can across the following lines,” [as published] she told 
them: “If a person is primarily after wealth, the world can whip hia. 

if he ie primarily after pleasure, the world can beat him. But if a man 
is primarily growing a personality, then he can capitalise anything that 
life does to him.”

BENGALI PREDICTS NEW ALL-INDIA SOCIALIST PARTY

CORRESPONDENT REPORTS VIEWS, PROBLEMS IN ASSAM 
Madras THF HINDU in English 1 Apr 80 p 8

two-part series) 


[Text] Apart from partisans on either side of the Assam 
campaign, there are the nonpartisans who think the move- 
ment is either anti-left or anti-Muslim. Also at work 
are some faceless, formless forces. 


What is common between Iran and Assam today is “student power" and the 
power of the oil weapon though the scale is different. 


It would be a mistake to imagine that Gavhati is a seething cauldron of 
violence. The agitators are in absolute, incredible command of the situa- 
tion and there is hardly any opposition which could produce a situation of 
challenge. Things have been different in other parts of Assam where the 
non-Assamese population is sizable enough to counter the agitation. But 
Gauhati is quiet, by and -arge, although sporadic violence has occurred in 
this State capital since the agitation gained momentum from late 1979. 


The tension produced by the long months of confrontation, grips Assam. One 
phenomenon is not disputable--the damage done to prospects of harmonious 
relations among various communities and linguistic groups in this State will 
most likely prove to be permanent--the legitimacy or otherwise of the agi- 
tators demands notwithstanding. 


Many Bengalis, Hindus as well as Muslims, and a few Nepalis met this corres- 
pondent during his recent visit to Assam and Meghalaya. Apprehension was 
writ large on their faces and a common refrain was: "What do we do now? 
Where do we go? Will other States accept us? We can't go to Bangladesh.” 
A few who were more stout-hearted say: "Oh, we shall have to stick around 
here come what may"--but not one of them was willing to be quoted by name 

in a newspaper. 


Citizenship Certificates 


Very few Bengalis have citizenship certificates. "Yes, it's true we don't 
have certificates but the question was never raised before. We thought we 
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were acceptable here. It ie only now that the problem of certificates has 
come up and we are suddenly being looked upon as foreigners. Tension wae 
there earlier also but we were not called foreigners then.” Many of these 
pereone have been living in Assam for three decades or more and some of them 
were born here after their parente had crossed over. 


The Assamese people ask: “Can we call ourselves Assamese for much longer’ 
We «re going to be reduced to 4 minority in our own State. Besides, how 

cay anyone ever justify a foreigner voting in en Indian election? If 

you can allow it you might ae well forget the Constitution and the country's 
laws.” The West Bengal blockade was a dirty game being played by the Con- 
grees(l) and the Bengalie of that State. “We have our rice and dal; we can 
fight. If no one cares for Assam, the Assamese will know how to look after 
themselves.” Those who expressed these sentiments include spokesmen of AASU, 
Gana Sangram Parishad, Assam College Teacher's Union, Assam Sahitya Sabha 
and other individuals. 


Mr Bhrigu Phukan, soft-spoken, polite, intellectual-looking. General Secre- 
tary of the AASU said: “We are not 4 political body. We do not truest poli- 
tical parties. You know, some of them like--the Congrese(i), tried to inf lu- 
ence our people with aii sorte of inducements. They wanted use to be violent 
in our methods. But our movement remains Gandhian.” He did not want to 
comment on the role of the regional parties participating in the agitation 
either. “Don't ask ue about their role. We don't know anything about then. 
Why don't you aek them’ The AASU wante 4 solution to the problem within 

the framework of the Conetitution--it is not just for the sake of agitation 
that we are agitating.” 


Mr Phukan and the AASU President, Mr Prafulla Mehanta, wield enormous inf lu- 
ence in Assam today, even political power, despite their desire to be recog- 
nised as leaders of an avowedly non-political etudentse organisation. Hie- 
torically, it hase been eo in Assam. Since the mid-Fifties and especially 
in demanding the Gauhati refinery, AASU has been in the forefront of ali 
major political, or socio-political movements in Assam and the naturally 
quick turnover of ite student leadership hae not reduced the organisation's 
clout at any time. Wew leaders have eprung up to take charge. 


Clase Intereste 


But the extreme views of the partisans on either side of the Assam struggle 
do not cover the entire spectrum of informed opinion in Assam. A mags of 
nonpartiean views can be placed in 4 third section of opinion which aprre- 
clates the weighty legal arguments of the agitators and the equally weighty 
humaniterian counter-arguments of the opponents of the agitation. Numerous 
subsections can be observed in this broad category some of which insist 
that there ise gore to the whole affair than meets the eve. 


In general, nonpartisan opinion is not vocal and it is difficult to say 
whether euch opinion reflects the will of the majority in Aesam today. 








Perhaps theif views are the sase as those of the national political parties 
but again, thie is har’ to gauge because the parties themselves are 
morosely sitting back watching the s!tuation develop in apparent helplese- 
neas, 


A large subsection in thie third group of opinion asserts that the sovement 
wae anti-left to start with and remaine so to 4a large extent. it feels 
that the growing power of the CPI(M) in eastern and north-eastern opinion 
alarmed clase interests. Por instance, Assamese landlords and the rural 
gentry suddenly discoveres their tenante and the emall peasantry to have 
become more vocal and conscious of their cighte and the CPI(M) playing 

a key role in thie mobiiieation among the poorer people, a great many of 
whom had cote fiom across the border. Therefore, it was time that 4 move- 
ment should be launched for pushing such elements out of Assan. 


instances are cited of Assamese landlords organising parochial riots and it 
is pointed out that the CPI(M) already hase 11 seate in the Assembly in 
addition to being the largest party in the Gauhati gunicipal corporation 
(Gauhati has a CPI(M) Mayor). 


This section aleo pointe out that the whole movement really started fro 

1978 when the growing influence of the leftists wae realised and anxious

A visit to the CPI(M) office in Gauhati would convey the impression that 

the party is under tremendous pressure. 





Another subsection insists that the movement was launched aainly to get 

rid of the Muslims who are threatening to become a disturbingly large 
minority which could, in the not-too-distant future, even become 4 majority. 
Further, the rumour mille in the charged atmosphere have it that gost Mus- 
lime could declare themselves ae Bengali-speaking in the 1981 census which 
would etraightaway make Assam 4 Bengali-majority State. Warnings vere 
sounded to the people at the recent public meeting of the Sahitya Sabha 

in Raha, about 80 km from Gawhati, that the 1981 census operation would 

be cructal for the State and the people would have to be extremely watchful. 





In euch @ situation, dark hints of involvement of foreign powers are in- 
evitable. Wo observer of Indian politics can deny that the North-East has 

at times been a field of operation for foreign subversives. Such forces would 
be there in any politically charged situation in thie sort of a strategic 
area. The movement sight have started on ite own somentum but it should 

not be surprising if eubversives find the waters troubled enough for quiet 
angling at a later etage. 





Myeterioue Circular 


The notorious ‘project Bratmaputra’ is cited ae an example. A circular, 
alleged wm have been written by the American Information Agencies and 

marked ‘for limited official wee’ with the legend 'U.8. Government print- 
ing Office 1959-1978,’ reade ae follows: "With the agreement of the State 
Department, the Special Operations Research Office of the George Washington 
University has asked the 0.5. owtfit in India for help in conducting socto- 
logical research in the eastern States of India, including Sikkim ae well 
ae Bhuten, The aim of thie research is to throw light on the public opinion 
in these regione to establieh in what measure the present statue of these 
states remaine acceptable or whether there are indications that the forme - 
tion of a new estate ie 4 current problee. 


“Por the conduct of thie work it is necessary to mobilise the whole person- 
nel (in the area) working in the estates of Weet Bengal, Assam and Tripura. 
You gay aleo make use of local agencies the etaff of which have opportuni- 
ties of travelling in these regions....We have no objection to such agencies 


making use to (SIC) educationiete or even students to further our objectives.... 


Sociological research in India gust be carried out with euch discretion that 
we cannot be accused, on the ewe of the elections, of the interference (SIC) 
in the internal affaires of the country. 


“Lt has occurred in other countries that we sometimes create the impression 
on the local population that we have been caught with our pants down. The 
fact is that we do not alwaye realise the delicacy of such worke and lack 
of financial and political resources to organise operations of the required 
quality.” 


Now thie telling piece of literature could well have originated fron ‘he 
Americans. On the other hand, in 4 George Smiley world of espionage and 
counter-espionage, it could aleo have been drawn up by 4 KGB artist. Ex- 
tracte from thie ‘circular’ have been printed by the AISF in Assam--the 
etudents wing of the CPI. The etrange usages of English language in the 
places noted “sic” could indicate the handwriting of (4) @ poorly educated 
American, (b) someone from the English language desk of the KGB or (c) a 
bad printing press or proof reader. Also, the expression caught with our 
pants down sounds too obviously American. 


Poreign Armes 


But the doubtful origin of the circular does not necessarily mean that no 
foreign forces are at work today in the North-fast. The Union Government, 
if it hes any real information, should perhaps make 4 clean breast of it 
because the people certainly deserve to know of such nonsense. An impor- 
tant pereon in the North-east confided to this correspondent that one 
Meghalaya leader and three omall-time Assam agitation members are known 

by the Intelligence Department to have visited 4 particular consulate in 
Calcutta and come out bearing significant-looking satchels. Even that 
sounds « crude method of subversive operation but if it is true, it requires 
further invest igation. 





Questions can aleo be raleed about the origin of foreign arms in so many 
parte of the North-faet, Aleo there are faceless, formless bodies like 
the “Assam National Front,” of the "United States of Assam” which are 
liberally cireulating leaflete from @ystertous headquarters warning the 
people againet the “dire designe” of Indian doge.

GOVERNMENT OPPOSED TO SECRETS ACT AMENDMENT

{Text} Wew Delhi, April 1.--The Government is understood to have decided 
ageinet making changes in the Official Secrets Act designed to enable 
greater public accese to official information. 


Soon after it came to power, the Janata Government with ite initial sest 
for an “open” Government, set in motion an exercise to see what changes 
could be incorporated in the Act, one of the legacies of the British, 
which has been on the statute book since 1923. 


A team of senior secretaries went into the question and generally came to 
the conclusion that in a developing country like India, with foreign 
agencies keenly interested in economic and other intelligence, it would 

be prudent to be quiet on many things. Besides interna! security, an ele- 
ment of secrecy, it was thought, ought to be kept in some matters of atomic 
energy, certain scientific and technological developments, foreign relations 
and defence. 


The officials did think that some exception could be made in the case of 
“developmental news,” to enable the people to be more aware of the devel- 
opment that was taking place. 


The act, by ite very nature, has to be administered not only at the Centre 
but aleo at the State and district levele. Thus, it comes on to the con- 
current list of the Conetitution. 


For this reason, the official recommendations were forwarded to various 
State Governments and Union Territories. The response from them was not 
encouraging. While some felt there was little scope for changes in the 
Act, othere thought the matter so innocuous that they did not even bother 
to make suggestions. 


Interestingly, in Britain, where several Indian laws have been fashioned, 
after a private member introduced the Freedom of Information Bill the 








Government iteelf brought forward the Protection of Official Information 
Bill, 1979, The private Bill was intended to establish a general right 
of accese to official documents for members of the public, subject to 
certain exemptions, 


The of ficial Bill sought to amend the Official Secrete Act of 1911 to 
protect certain official information and articles from “unauthorized 
dieclosure.” This was in essence based m the recommendations of a depart- 
mental committee with some modifications and additions. 


But the Britieh Bill met with such widespread criticiem in both Houses of 
Parliament and the Press, that the Government decided not to proceed with 
the legislation. 


in India, there is 4 general reluctance by bureaucrate to let the public 
pry into official affaires.

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GOVERNMENT NAMES NEW MEMBERS OF PLANNING COMMISSION

(Text) New Delhi, April 1l--The Government has decided to appoint three 
members of the Planning Commission, but leave the prestigious post of 
Deputy Chairman vacant for the present until a senior political figure 
could be found for it. 


The three new membere are Dr M.S. Swaminathan, who is presently Secretary 
of the Ministry of Agriculture, Dr Manmohan Singh Secretary of the Depart- 
ment of Economic Affaire in the Ministry of Finance, and Mr Mohammed Fazal, 
former Chairman of the Engineering Projects (India) Ltd., a public sector 


corporation. 


Dr Swaminathan will act as Deputy Chairman of the three member Commission 
until a new incumbent has been found in due course, while Dr. Manmohan 
Singh will function as member-secretary. The Deputy Chairman of the 
Planning Commission carries the rank of a Cabinet Minister, while the 
members have the statue of Ministers of State. 


Apart from other factors that contributed to the inordinate delay in recon- 
stituting the Planning Commission there has been some last-minute postpone- 
ment of the announcement of the appointments of the three new members because 
it was pointed out that the two Secretaries Dr Swaminathan and Dr 

Manmohan Singh, will have to resign from Government service before they 

can be given the status . sters of State. The tw have been in 
Government service althougn .oey do not belong to any all-India service. 


The problem has been overcome by accepting Dr Swaminathan's offer of resig- 
nation from his present post as a Secretary to the government. in the case 
of the Manmohan Singh it has been decided to let him continue in service 
by designating him as member secretary of the Commission with his present 
statue as a Secretary to the Government. There was no difficulty in the 
case of Mr Mohammed Fazal since he never belonged to any Government serv- 
ice. 








The Prime Minister ie the ex-o! ficto Chairman of the Planning Commission. 
The new Deputy Chairman when appointed will aleo be designated as Minister 
for Planning, 48 wae done when Mr Guleariial Nanda, Mr D.P. Dhar and Mr C. 
Subramaniam held thie post. The earlier idea of appointing a technocrat 
who will carry a Cabinet rank but not be 4 member of the Cabinet has been 
given up and the current intention is to appoint a senior political person- 
ality ae Deputy Chairman. 


it appeare Mre Gandhi intends to leave thie post vacant for the present, so 
that she can accommodate one of her senior party colleagues after the 
Assembly elections. Though another installment of ministerial appointments 
is expected soon 4 final shape will be given to the Central Cabinet only 
after these elections. The Deputy Chairmanship of the Planning Commission 
will be kept in abeyance until that time. 


New Cabinet Secretary 


Another important appointment finalised today is that of the Cabinet 
Secretary in place of Mr N.%. Mukherjee, the last of the ICS fraternity 
who retired yesterday in completion of his two-year extension. The Food 
Secretary, Mr &.5. Grewal the second senior most IAS officer now in 
service, who ranks next to the Education Secretary, Mr P. Sabanayagan, 
hae been selected for thie key post. He is one of the ten IAS officers 
still in service who were selected for inclusion in the ICS just before 
independence on the basis of their war service. 


Mr Grewal has had a distinguished record in Punjab before he came to the 
Centre. He served as Chairman of the Pood Corporation before becoming 
secretary of Pood in the Ministry of Agriculture. His wife, Mre Sarla Gre- 
wal, is aleo an IAS officer who is presently an Additional Secretary in the 
Education Ministry. 


Though sentority is given due weightage, the Cabinet Secretaryship, like 
all secretary-ships, is a selection post and the Government is entitled 
to appoint anyone of ite choice from a panel of names of eligible officers 
drawn up by the outgoing Cabinet Secretary in consultation with the Prime 
Minieter's Secretariat. The names of Mr 8.8. Vohra, Petroleum Secretary, 
and Mr Burney Home Secretary, were also considered, but Mr Grewal was 
finally chosen. 


it is not yet known whether Mre Gandhi proposes to adhere to the conven- 
tion established by Mr Morar{i Desai of treating Cabinet Secretaryship 

ae 4 tenure post entitling the incumbent to an extension to give him a 
term of at least three yeare if he was due to retire soon. But since

The Union Industry ministry, concerned at the 
fall in production of public units under its administrative charge, is con- 
sidering a set of proposals to stem the rot. 


Among the measures under examination are: strengthening of management, 
reorganisation of the capital base, provision of financial relief, di- 
versification of production facilities, and assistance in securing orders. 


Official statistics show that production in the 48 public sector undertak- 
ings in 1978-79 was much lower than that in 1977-78. Among them are units 
making steel, fertiliser, bulk drugs, ships, paper and newsprint. 


Steel ingot production by four plants at Durgapur, Bhilai, Rourkela and 
Burnpur dropped from 5.52 million tonnes in 1977-78 to 5.09 million tonnes 
in 1978-79. 


Crude throughput at the Hindustan Petroleum Corporation's plants at Visak- 
hapatnam and Trombay, the Cochin Refineries and the Indian 011 Corporation 
at Barauni dropped from 10.21 million tonnes to 9.54 million tonnes. 


Sertiliser production by the Hindustan Fertiliser Corporation at Durgapur 
and Namrup, the FCI plant at Gorakhpur, Rashtryla Chemicals and Fertilisers 
at Trombay, the urea plant at Neyveli and the Rourkela fertiliser unit 
came down from 392,568 tonnes to 358,411 tonnes. Production of coal by 
the Eastern Coalfields dropped from 25.23 million tonnes to 22.05 million 
tonnes amd by Bharat Coking Coal Ltd. from 20.21 million tonnes to 19.72 
million tonnes. 


The Bharat Heavy Electricals at Hyderabad produced goods worth Rs 9,087 
lakhs in 1978-79 against Rs 9,505 lakhs in the previous year. Ship con- 
struction at Mazagaon Docks was valued at Rs 415.8 lakhs in 1977-78 and 
Re. 3,225 lakhs in 1978-79. 


The value of goods produced by Bharat Electronics Ltd. dropped from Rs 6,744 
lakhe in 1977-78 to Re. 4,308 lakhs in 1978-79. 





Extraction of gold by the Buarat Gold Mines at Kolar dropped from 372,700 
tonnes in 1977-78 to 366,800 tonnes in 1978-79, 


Even the number of bread loaves made by Modern Bakeries dropped from 1443 
lakhe to 1417 lakhs. 


Capacity ut.lisation by the 48 public sector undertakings also dropped 
considerably. At Bhilai, it came down from 95 percent in 1977-78 to 

88 percent in 1978-79. At Durgapur, it dropped from 68 to 59 percent and 
Rourkela from 78 to 73 percent. 


Capacity utilisation at the Eastern Coalfields dropped from 101 to 78 
percent and at Bharat Coking Coal from 100 to 86 percent, at Hindustan 
Zine from 99 to 82 percent and Cochin Refineries from 89 to 87 percent. 
The Hindustan Fertiliser unit at Durgapur showed a capacity utilisation of 


only 25 percent, but the dubious distinction of registering the lowest (21 
percent) goes to the Central inland water transport corporation.

The Union Agriculture Minister, Reo Birendra 
Singh, has suggested to the sugar industry to voluntarily bring down the 
ex-factory price of sugar. 


The Minister, who held detailed discussions with the representatives of 
sugar industry yesterday, said the Government would take appropriate 
measures once the ex-factory prices came down, to ensure that the retail 
trade aleo kept prices within reasonable limits. 


Mr Singh emphasised that the Centre was keen to bring down the prices 
to a reasonable level. 


Taking part in the discussione were representatives of the Indian Suger 
Mille Association, the National Federation of Cooperative Sugar Pactories 
Led. and the Maharashtra Rajya Sahakari Sakhar Karkhana Sangh. 


Rao Birendra Singh appealed to the industry to ensure that there was no 
exploitation of the situation by sugar factories and the sugar trade. 


The Agriculture Minister agreed with the suggestion of the industry repre- 
sentatives to announce in time the incentives for early crushing of sugar- 
cane. 


The Information and Broadcasting Minister, Mr Vasant Sathe, asked the 
industry to cooperate with the Government in bringing down the current 

high sugar prices. The Government, he assured, would look into the genu- 
ine difficulties of the induetry and assist in ite efforts to increase pro- 
duction by way of securing adequate supply of sugarcane and arranging 
finances. 


Mr C.M. Stephen, Communication Minister, maintained that there was no 
juetification for the current prices of the free sale of sugar. 


The representatives of the eugar industry aseured the Minister that they 


would hold discussions with their constituents and come up with concrete 
proposals. 
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LARGE HYDROELECTRIC PROJECT PLANNED POR NORTHEAST 
Calcutta THE STATESMAN in English 31 Mar 80 p 6 


[Text] Shillong, March 30.--Work on the Re 350-crore Ranganadi hydel pro- 
ject (700 MW) in Arunachal Pradesh--the biggest in the region and one of 
the biggest in the country--will begin soon, according to the chairman of 
the North-eastern Electrical Power Corporation, Mr §. R. Shah. 


The survey and investigation have been completed by the corporation with 
the assistance of the Survey of India and the Geological Survey. The 

project is likely to be completed by 1989-90. The Governor of the north- 
eastern States, Mr L. P. Singh, has been taking personal interest in the 
development of power projects in thie region and more particularly in the 


Rangenadi hydel project. 


The Centre has given the necessary financial sanction to go ahead with the 
project. 


Besides thie project, the corporation ie going ahead with plans for pro- 
jects at Papu (200 MW) and in Kameng and Dame (400 MV). The firet project 
ie estimated to cost about Re 150 crores and the second Re 250 crores. 


According to the chairman, Arunachal Pradesh has 4 hydro-power potential 
of 20,000 Mi. The Re 1l2-crore Kopili project was echeduled to be com- 
missioned in June 1982. But work has been “retarded very badly” because 
of the agitation in Assam. Materials like cement could not be transported 
to the site due to the shortage of railway wagons and diesel. The project 
requires about 300,500 litres of diesel 4 month to run heavy machinery. 
With great difficulty provision has been made for about 70,000 to 80,000 
litres. 


Instead of 10,000 tonnes of cement 4 month 700 tonnes 4 month have been 


If the hydro-power potentiality of the region is properly developed, it 
can feed the whole of northern India through 4 national grid system, the 
chairman added.

FEBRUARY WHOLESALE INDEX--New Delhi, April 1: The wholesale price index 
registered a rise of 1.6 percent in a month. It stood at 227.7 points in 
February against 224 points in January. Compared to last year, the index 
had risen by 23.3 percent. The index for food articles declined by 0.6 
percent during the month. Prices of rice, jowar, bajra, urad, arhar, 
vegetables and eggs came down, but those of wheat, barley, maize, ragi, 
fruite, milk, fish and meat went up. The index for fibres went up by 1.2 
percent but that for textiles declined by 0.8 percent there was an increase 
in the prices of cotton, jute and wool. The prices of oilseeds went up by 
4.1 percent. For minerals, the index moved up by 4.6 percent. There was 
a slight increase in the prices of fuel, power, light and lubricants. The 
index for beverages, tobacco and tobacco products went up by 0.7 percent.

and consul/r sections having been shifted to Bombay and Delhi respectively, 
the High Commission in Madras will primarily deal with British commercial 
interests in the four southern states of Tamil Nadu, Andhra Pradesh, Karna- 
taka and Kerala. The office of the Deputy High Commissioner has also been 
shifted from Mount Road to “Cottingley," 24 Anderson Road, Madras-6000006, 
which will hereafter be the residence-cum-office of the Deputy High Com- 
missioner. Mr Marshall told newsmen that the closing of some sections 

of the High Commission in Madras and the shifting his office from Mount 
Road, were part of the British Government's economy measures. The 

British Council library in Madras would not, however, be affected by the 
economy cut, he said. Answering questions, Mr Marshall said that on an 
average about 3,800 entry certificates were issued from the Madras office 
every year for people going to Britain from the southern States, and it was 
going to be difficult for them hereafter. But he could not help it and he 
was only sorry for them.

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MINISTER HABIBIE ON ECONOMIC MISSION TO SPAIN 
Increase in Direct Trade 
Jakarta PELITA in Indonesian 28 Mar 80 pp 1, 8 


[Excerpts] Spain is rapidly intensifying direct trade with Indonesia, be- 
cause this path is felt to be more effective, according to what Juan Antonio 
Garcia Diez, minister of commerce and tourism of Spain, told Prof Dr Eng B. 
J. Habibie, state minister for research and technology, during their meeting 
in Madrid on Tuesday [25 March). 


On the third day of his visit, Tuesday, Minister Habibie held a series of 
discussions with Spanish governmental groups and toured the Instituto Na- 
cional de Technica Aerospacial (INTA). 


These discussions were an extension of those held on Monday with Minister of 
Industry Carlos Bustelo, Minister of Transportation and Communication 
Selvador Sanchez-Teran Hernandez, and Minister of Defense Augustin Rodriguez 


Sahagun. 


In his meeting with Minister Habibie, Commerce and Tourism Minister Diez 
noted there were important indicators in Spain's cooperation with Indonesia, 
such as pioneering in the aircraft industry field between Nurtanio and Con- 
stractiones Aeronotica, S.A. (CASA). 


Therefore, he feels Spain is very desirous of intensifying direct trade, 
such as for tobacco and palm oil, rather than using a third party any 


longer. 


Spain will also encourage the development of a communications industry with 
Indonesia, because it sees Asia as an attractive market for its products. 


Minister Diez also promises that Spain will grant aid for the development 
of the tourism field, since Spain has great experience in this field, while 
Indonesia is new to the field and is still trying to increase its tourist 
business. 
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Minister Habibie also met with Spain's Foreign Minister Marcelino Oreja 
Aguirre on Tuesday afternoon. In their meeting, Marcelino stressed 

again the importance of friendly relations and cooperation between the 
two countries. He expects a visit from his counterpart, Indonesian 
Foreign Minister Mochtar Kusumaatmadja, in the near future. Marcelino 
would very much iike to discuss Indonesian-Spanish relations with Mochtar 
to promote closer cooperation and the possibility of future return visits 
by the two heads of government.

[Excerpts] Indonesia and Spain opened a new page in the history of air- 
craft industry cooperation on Tuesday [25 March], when an agreement on 
the formation of a joint company for the aircraft technology industries 
was signed by PT Nurtanio of Indonesia and Constractiones Aeronotica, 
S.A. (CASA) of Spain. 


Minister Habibie, as executive director of PT Nurtanio, and CASA President 
Carlos Marin signed the document. Equal shares of 50 percent for Nurtanio 
and 50 percent for CASA will be held in this company. Prof Habibie will 
serve as its president, and Carlos Marin as its vice president. The joint 
company will produce the CN-235 aircraft with a 35-passenger capacity, and 
has as a target the production of a 150-passenger capacity aircraft. 


Meanwhile, the joint company formed by PT Nurtanio in Bandung, holding the 
CASA license, will continue to produce the CASA-212 as it has for the past 
4 years. During these 4 years, 100 CASA-212s were sold to private and 
overseas airlines. This aircraft has a 19-passenger capacity.

NEW ECONOMIC ZONE INCREASES POTENTIAL FISH CATCH 
Jakarta PELITA in Indonesian 27 Mar 80 pp 1, 8 


[Article: "Expansion of the Economic Zone Increases Indonesia's Fish Catch 
Potential to 5.6 Million Tons a Year") 


[Excerpt] Indonesia's annual fish catch potential increased to about 5.6 
million tons after a 200-mile exclusive economic zone was proclaimed, com- 
pared to a fish catch potential of about 2.9 million tons a year prior to 
the time the exclusive zone became effective. 


Imam Sardjono, director general for fisheries, in a written welcome to the 
annual meeting of the Main Indonesian Fisheries Cooperative (IKPI) in 
Ragunan, Jakarta, on Wednesday [26 March], noted that fishery resources 

in this nation have a great potential considering that Indonesia is a 
maritime nation with a sea area of about 2.8 million square kn. 


According to Imam Sardjono, the fish catch potential prior to the time the 
exclusive economic zone became effective, namely when there was a 12 mile 

limit for archipelagic and territorial waters, was only 2.9 million tons a 
year. In 1979, however, Indonesia is expected to benefit by only an esti- 
mated 1.3 million tons of fish a year or about 44.5 percent of its poten- 

tial fish catch. 


This is due to several factors, one of which is the drop of 10.4 percent in 
the number of fishermen in 1977. They totaled 1,827,539 compared with 
2,029,966 fishermen in 1976. 


On 21 March 1980, the Indonesian Government announced an exclusive economic 
zone extending 200 miles out from Indonesian territorial waters, measured 
from the base line of its territorial waters. 


Indonesia states it is sovereign in this zone for the exploration and ex- 
ploitation for processing, in perpetuity, of living and nonliving resources 
from the seabed, subsoil and superadjacent waters. 





Heretofore, more than 40 nations announced a 200-mile zone in various forms 
and manners. Seven are neighboring nations--Australia, Vietnam, Cambodia, 
Papua New Guinea, the Philippines, Burma and Japan. 


As yet, fishing has not been intensive in Indonesia, since many fishermen 
still use traditional fishing equipment or use traditional methods. Over- 
all, they account for 95 percent of all sea fishing. 

According to Sardjono, it was estimated that there were 250,000 fishing 
boats or vessels in 1978, of which 228,000 or 99.9 percent were not 
motorized and 22,800 (or 9.1 percent) were motorized. 


In 1973, annual fish production was estimated at only 3.66 tons per vessel.

Greening of Saudi Arabia Is Expected to Succeed with Indonesian Aid" ] 


{Excerpts} The government of the Kingdom of Saudi Arabia expects its green- 
ing and reforestation program to be successful with Indonesian help, since 
indonesia is viewed as a nation well experienced in reforestation and 
skilled in greening. 


Dr ‘Abd al-Raliman ibn ‘Abd al-'Agiz, minister of agriculture of the Kingdos 
of Saudi Arabia, noted thie to reporters at the Bina Graha on Monday 

[24 March) after his meeting with President Suharto. He arrived at the Bina 
Graha in the company of Abbas Khomyyis, the Saudi ambassador to Jakarta, es- 
corted by Prof Eng Sudarsono Hadisaputro, Indonesian minister of agriculture. 


According to Minister ‘Abd al-Raliman, cooperation with Indonesia will be 
most beneficial particularly for the greening of southern Arabia. 


In response to 4 question as to whether such cooperation can be effected, 
considering the different geographic conditions in each country, he said 
cooperation was not related to the different geographic conditions. 


Economic cooperation between the two countries, particularly in the agricul- 
tural field, was discussed with President Suharto. Earlier, similar discus- 
sions had been held with Agriculture Minister Sudarsono. As a result, a 
note on 4 concrete agreement will be signed at the end of Minister ‘Abd 
al-Raliman's visit on Tuesday afternoon. Minister ‘Abd «\-Raliman arrived 
in Indonesia on Sunday [23 March), and will be here for 5 days. 


Minister ‘Abd al-Raliman said that there will be no further in-depth dis- 
cussions of this matter during his visit to Indonesia, but concrete efforts 
will be made in fields related to agriculture. In this connection, the 
Saudi government has allocated funds, so that it is expected that whatever 
is involved in this cooperation will be realized. Funds have also been al- 
located to assist Indonesia and several other friendly nations in economic 
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projects, Saudi Arabia funds deposited in the Ielamic Development Bank 
headquartered in Mecca will also be used as cooperative project funde for 
islamic nations, 


The Saudi Arabian side would like to cooperate in the reforestation of ite 
natural foreete of which only 1.6 million hectares remain in the northern 
part of the country where destructive public disturbances occurred re- 
cently. Other cooperation will be tried in the use of manpower in the 
agricultural sector. 


Agriculture Minister Sudarsono noted that Indonesia has 120 million hec- 
tares of land, some of which is used for timber production. In 1979, 
timber produ.tion totaled 18 million cubic meters. Exports of sawn logs, 
therefore, have been reduced through the upgrading of the lumber industry.

The trip to the People's Republic of China and North Korea 
by Khieu Samphan, the prime minister of the Khmer Rouge, 
from his secure base in Kampuchea at the beginning of March 
was definitely a political trip to discuss the situation 
concerning the war and request help from friendly countries. 
After meeting with Hua Guofeng, the premier of China, the 
attitude of the Khmer Ro was clearly indicated by the 
announcement that it would continue the fight until the 
Vietnamese had been driven from the country. 








This is believed to be confirmation of the Khmer Rouge's 
firm intention to fearlessly continue the guerrilla war and 
to show that the condition of the Khmer Rouge is such that 
it is ready to continue the war if it receives help in the 
form of veapons, war materials and food from the Chinese 
government, which stated that it would not abandon the Khmer 





Rouge and that it would continue providing help until 
the goals of Kampuchea were really achieved, 


Clearly, if the Khmer Rouge were not really strong, it would 
not have been possible for them to have fought steadfastly 
for two dry seasons at a time when the Vietnamese were 
trying to throw in their full force in order to destroy the 
Khmer Rouge's secure base in the jungles and mountains along 
the Thai- uchean border before the start of the rainy 
season 2 months from now. 







Thai military news sources have stated that the Khmer Rouge 
look as .° they will be the only group that will 
pie «| fight and remain strong. At present, they have the 
capability to str hen their forces at the battalion level. 
Up to now, @ battalion had no more than 100 men but now they

the Vietnamese units guarding and constr e bridge on 
the way from Nimit village to Phanom Malai, is a 
military road that the Vietnamese are building so that 
vehicles can enter the area and destroy the secure base 
of the Khmer Rouge. 





During the period the Khmer Rouge carried on the war with 
full force, between December 1978 and May 1979, they suffered 
approximately 30,000 casualities but they could not stop the 
lightning attacks of the Vietnamese who continuously made 
attacks along the @mtire border from in the east near Laos 
to the Pak Nok Kaeo delta. They vere forced to abandon the 
capital, Phnom Penh, and retreat to the vest in order to 
prepare for a long guerilla war by living in the mountains 
where they could hide and build a secure e from which to 
resist Vietnam. 


From having travelled to one of the secure base camps of the 
Khmer Rouge along the Thai-Kampuchean border, I learned that 
these jungle fighters are still receiving adequate help in 
the form of increased amounts of food. Their fighting 
spirit is excellent. Discipline and —— to be 
better. Furthermore, with the agreement of @ groups that 
are resisting Vietnam, there have been changes in the 
military positions. 








The camp that I visited was composed of 40 male soldiers. 
Every soldier had a veapon; some had M.16s and some had 
A.K.s. There was even an interpreter who could speak Thai 
assigned to the unit. My guide said that the interpreter had 
been a member of the Siem organization that had been active 
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along the border before Kampuchea broke apart and that his 
duties included communicating with Thai officiais, the 
various people from abroad who have come to help the 
refugees and the people who have been wounded in battle. 


Not too far from the base 
storing food s ies hidden in a place concealed by the 
dense jungle. They had used wood to serve as a base on which 
to place the bags of rice and the vegetable oil. Cases of 
hand gernades, shelis and T.N.T. were stored around this 
stor area in many under bunkers. This is very 

sui e for fighting invaders or retreating because they 
live in suitable terrain consisting of high hills that 
provide good cover. On these hills they have dug deep tunnels 
and placed boulders at the entrances, which they say is to 
protect the artillery shelis.

Over the bamboo platforms were roofs constructed of either 
tin or rubber material. These platforms were about 0.5 meters 
off the ground with poles at each of the four corners. The 
soldiers used these to store the various types of veapons 

in a disorderly manner but everything looked clean and vas 
ready for immediate use, just as if the black weapons had 
just been taken out of the light-green cases. I learned that 
they had heavy weapons such as 70 millimeter R.P.G.s, which 
they said they used to destroy Vietnamese tanks, Sekase 


rifle-propeliled rockets that are accurate up to 500 meters 
and many M60 machine guns. 


And they have land mines. Besides this, these people are 


skilled in the use of booby traps and the placement of land 
mines and they can make these things themselves out of 
ordinary milk cans. 


. 
All of the Khmer Rouge soldiers are skilled at forest 
travel and can walk through the forest without making a 
sound and you cannot see them until you are almost next to 
them. And these paths are filled with land mines that they 
have set to ambush the enemy but the mines present no 
obstacle at all to the Khmer Rouge soldiers. 


One Khmer Rouge soldier said that his group was ordered to 
go to Phnom Penh when the war broke out at the beginning of 
last year and that they underwent military training before 
retreating to the area along the western border. During the 
period when Pol Pot was the leader of the country, everyone, 





both men and women, had to carry out his or her duty in 
restoring the country, growing rice in the fields and build- 
ing roads and irrigation dams and little attention was given 
to military matters. 


When thie group first retreated to this hilly jungle area, 
they encountered many difficulties. There was a shortage of 
food and medicine. Many people, especially the civilians, 
died from malaria. However, at present, they have medicine on 
hand, both preventive medicines and vitamins to keep e 
healthy. Mitnari unites from the = carry out r 
duty of transporting food to the military units without, 
apparentiy, 3 trouble at all. Some of the porters are 
children only i3 years old. 





A mitnari group of about 15 people transported food to the 
base camp. Bach of them had plastic bags which he carried 

on his shoulder or head. Inside the bags was rice packed for 
shipment. All of them looked bright and fresh. We did not 
see anyone who was sick. This is different than last year 
when large numbers of Kampucheans died in Thailand after 
having fled from the war. 


The sound of the qguns is like the words to a song rather than 
the music, regardless of whether it is artillery, mortars 

or small arms fire. They said that they would not engage in 
direct frontal attacks with the Vietnamese but would instead 
enoace in hit and run attacks as small units ut the 
country. “Bvery day, we send units to fight the enemy. Even 
though the Vietnamese army controls the roads, main cities 
and even Phnom Penh, this does not mean that the war is 
over; rather it means that it has just started. It is a war 
to defend the nation and Vietnam will certainly be resisted 
by the patriotic people of Kampuchea. 


"At present, Vietnamese troops are very close to us. This 
morning we attacked them and in not too long we will go 
again,” he stated very confidently as if it were only a 
play. even though it costs lives and tears. 








At present it has just begun to sprinkle and in the next 2 
months it should begin to rain very hard, at the same time 
as the Soviet Union, the supporter of Vietnam, begins to 
become weary and bored and reduces its aid. 


Thus, the war in Kampuchea will drag on for a long time and 
no one Knows whether the battle situation will change or not.

Miklin, G. Tkachenko, and G. Pavlenko collected and tuilt to- 
gether with their comrades a two-kilometer water pipeline, and the water 
being supplied through it came to be sufficient for the port, for the rail- 
road, and for the ships.

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COOPERATIVIZATION DRIVE CONTINUES BUT SO DO ABUSES

[Text] In order to increase productive forces and strengthen the foundation 
of the party, the administration and mass organizations in the countryside, 
the party and state have a policy of turning to agricultural cooperatives 
and are concentrating on key areas of the economy and defense. This drive 
is a widespread revolution. It is closely coordinated with the three 
revolutions in the countryside and the reorganization of the work force 
which will redivide and reorganize labor in the society in order to increase 
efficiency. 


Because of the importance of cooperativization in 1979, the cooperativization 
drive was widespread among the farmers of our country. It attracted about 
half of the farm families. This shows the correctness of the policy of

The fundamental way of improving cooperatives is to promote the three 
revolutions: the revolution in production relationships, the scientific 
and technical revolution and the ideological and cultural revolution. 

Also included would be the administration of production and distribution, 
tne expansion of the production force, and the transformation of the lives 
of the members of cooperatives. Guidance to progressive cooperatives 
should be increased, mediocre cooperatives should be helped so they

develop into strong cooperatives, and there should be a plan to aid weak 
cooperatives eo that their number gradually decreases until there are none. 
in addition, production should be reorganized, work in society should be 
reorganized according to the many types of professions, and the technical 
revolution should gradually be introduced into agriculture, carry out 
intensive agriculture and raise the efficiency of yields. The literacy 

and cultural studies and cultural movements should be improved and made 
etronger. There must be steadfastness in training and upgrading the 
technical and administrative cadres. Training for political awareness 
among the members of cooperatives should increase so that they can increase 
their right to collective mastery and become acquainted with the correct 
and efficient administration of work and distribution.

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LPLA-RUN REEDUCATION CENTER ON BOLOVENS PLATEAU DESCRIBED 
Vientiane SIANG PASASON in Lao 24 Jan 80 pp 2, 4 


(Text) While using both hands to fill a basket with tea leaves and smiling 
at the tea bush covered with soft green leaves Ms Khamtan said proudly to 
me: “We are liberated soldiers now!" These were sweet sounds. It was 

as if she felt proud to have changed her life from one of difficulty as a 
ne'er do well to being in the ranks of the Lao People's Liberation Army. 
Khamtan is the wife of Mr Boualian, formerly a sergeant in the old 
Vientiane Army and is now in the tea harvesting area in the Southern Region 
Settlement No 23. 


In fact, this settlement primarily consists of fraternal "soldiers of the 
old Vientiane Army" who have undergone political education and know clearly 
the policies of the party and state. They now have a new name: newly 
liberated soldiers. 


When I arrived at the settlement I suddenly understood. The sound of equip- 
ment reverberated throughout the Bolovens Plateau. There were tractor- 
drawn plows and harrows, a rice mill, a coffee mill.... This plateau 
stretches as far as the eye can see. It was formerly idle land although 
the soil was good. Now it has been transformed into a huge agricultural 
plot. Some areas are newly plowed after the rice harvest. Other areas 

are covered with hills of yams and potatoes, which are presently being 
harvested. Most of this harvested area was devoted to coffee bushes which 
were sending forth new green leaves and blossoms for spring. 


It has been 2 years since this settlement was founded. The cadres and 
soldiers of the settlement of the Lao People's Liberation Army worked hard 
as the owners. They have not only eased the resentment for the crimes of 
the old regime and the suspicions about themselves who had been deceived 

and had sold lives, their flesh and blood and their labor to the imperialists 
and reactionaries cheaply, but they have also increased their capabilities 
and their ability to work.

The results of their 2 years of work is as follows: they cleared 1,150 hec- 
tares and of this 535 hectares were devoted to coffee bushes while 10 hec- 
tares were used for potatoes.

I am 
proud of the way of life of the people here who are happily changing their 
lives. Before liberation | used to see the families of officers and men 
of the old Vientiane Army in poverty. While the husband was stationed on 
the battlefield, the mother and children at home were so poor they were 
beggars; their health was weak and they were thin. But in the settlement 
those families not only have complete democratic rights--they are their 
own masters and masters of their country--but they also have good health 
and peace of mind which would be difficult to describe. They live together 
as good husbands and wives. The small children, who number 2,000, are left 
at child care centers, kindergarten, or a complete primary school according 
to their age. They receive conscientious care. There are also about 

100 old peorle at this settlement; they are the parents who the authorities 
allowed to come and be cared for. Food is well provided: cadres and 
soldiers/workers receive 24 kilos of milled rice per month. The authorities 
allow each family to raise pigs, ducks, chickens and a garden according to 
their ability. In addition, there is a reading hall, and a cultural troupe 
which consists of a musical group which performs every week of every month 
so they can relax and enjoy themselves. 


I have told the truth about the lives of the former Vientiane soldiers or 
“newly liberated soldiers,” the just policies of the Lao People's 
Revolutionary Party, and the kindness of the Lao People's Liberation Arny, 
they who trained, meaning the growth and strength of the Lao people's army. 
They are proceeding to that definite objective: building up the Lao 
People's Liberation Army so that it is modern and strong in all respects 
according to the policy of the Lao People's Revolutionary Party. 


I visited the settlement of the Lao People's Liberation Army on New Year's 
Day 1980. [part of text missing] the location of the irrigation for the 
settlement; it is for the coffee bushes which will be expanded to cover 
1,000 hectares before the end of 1980.

My name is Vandi. I am a Lao student (in Finance) in Vietnam and I would 
like to ask about the following. When I receive a letter from family, 
friend or loved one to encourage my studies, my supervisory committee keeps 
it for a long time be ore handiug it over. Sometimes they throw it away. 
Sometimes they question the person involved. 


[Answer] If they are acting under international law, they do not have the 
right to seize letters, open and read them before the recipient, or throw 
them away. Whoever acts in this way is violating international law. 

They should be fined or investigated. However, there are instances, where 
there have been accusations with political implications which have been 
followed by officials for some time; here there is the right to search and 
control secretly. But the letters must be sent to the addressee and not 
thrown away. 


As for your case specifically, you did not clearly say why the supervisory 
committee called you in for investigation. If there was not anythong wrong 
and they did not involve your studies, would they call you in for investiga- 
tion anyway? There was not even one thing wrong and they were opened. The 
letters of encouragement from family, friends and loved ones were most 
correct. There are examples of letters in the department of information of 
our newspaper which involve friends, loved ones, and family both inside 

and outside the country and these were not lost or held back. To solve 
this problem this editor feels that you should ask to meet with your 
supervisory committee to find out what was wrong. If there is something 
wrong, changes should be made and an understanding should be reached so 
that you can concentrate on her studies.

[Editorial: “The One and Only Way") 


[Text] Following the opening lecture at the Second World Congress on 
Islamic Education, President Zia-ul-Haq, told newspaper reporters that it 
was not possible to form the federal cabinet by 23 March. However, he 

wae going to announce some important changes in a few days. On 10 March, 

the president himself had announced at Lahore airport that the federal 
cabinet would not only be formed by 23 March, but would aleo take the 

oath of allegiance by that date. Later, there were news releases announcing 
that all members of the new cabinet would offer combined prayers at the 
shrine of Qade-Azam on the day after the independence day (24 March). 


The reasons that brought about changes in these plans within a week are 
known to the President himself only. He expressed the hope “to fill the 
political vacuum,” and “to get the cooperation of politicians.” He added 
that “there can be only two kinds of governmente--military or civilian. 
There is no third way. One surprising thing is that there can be no 
civilian government as long as I am in power.” 


The President appears to be right on the surface, but we have to accept the 
fact that as long as Marial Law is in force and the General is leading the 
country and the government, there will be no difference between a civilian 
or a military government. 


The real problem is not the formation of a federal cabinet, but the 
serious and realistic evaluation of when and how the present system of 
temporary actions (ad hociem) will end. The tension and disruption re- 
sulting from the Russian Aggression in Afghanistan, and the worry caused 
in Pakistan due to Indira Gandhi's return to power in India, demand im 
plementation of important steps for unity within the country and 
strengthening of our defense. 


When possibilities are examined in this framework we find that Pakistan 
does not have two waye--civilian or military government--but one and only 
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choice that dictates steps to let the people take over the government and 
the army give up ite double responsibilities, and go concentrate on the 
country's defense needs. 


While the citizens and the political ecientists are responsible for bringing 
about euch changes, the President himself is even more responsible for 

thie, since the government ie in his hands. The political scientists have 
been responsible for br‘iaging ue to the present state of affairs. 


We would like to request the President to announce the steps he is planning 
to take to fill the political vacuum. Also, he should stop all this "ad 
hociam,” the cause of this vacuum.

(Text) Quetta, May 7--The Federal Goverment proposes to spend Rs 410 
million on development in Baluchistan during the next financial year as 
eeeinet Re. 350 million during the current financial year. 


This information wae given to Baluchistan Provincial Council at its inaugural 
session here today by the Provincial Governor, Li-Gen Rahiauddin than. 


The Council was informed that the Goverment on the directive of the President 
had also decided to lay out 349 kilometer gas pipeline from Ghikarput to 
Quetta to boost agricultural and industrial output. The pipeline estimated 
to cost Re 660 million, might take two and half years to complete. The 
Council was aleo informed that proper attention was being paid to the 


development of fisheries resources on the provincial coast through construc - 
tion of jetties and mechanisation of fishing boats. 


Earlier, Adviser to the Provincial Governor, Raja Ahmad Khan, in his inaugural 
address hoped that the tempo of development would be further accelerated 
with functioning of local bodies. He said these local bodies provided a 

sound foundation for association of people with planning and development at 
all tiers and epheres of life. 


The Baluchistan Government has issved rules spelling out rights and respons- 
ibilities for elected members of local bodies. 


This was stated by the Provincial Governor, Lt-Gen Rahisuddin Khan, while 


talking to newsmen here today after inaugurating the two-day session of the 
Provincial Council. 


He said to start with, elected councillors had been delegated powers for 
taxation and conciliatory courts. We said when these powers were judiciously 
exercised by the coumcillors for the benefit of common man, the Government 
might consider to delegate gore powers to them in future.

Asked if there was any proposal for formation of a Provincial Cabinet, the 
Governor said personally he felt no justification for such a Cabinet. He 
said there was neither work load for Provincial Gabinet nor were there 
finances.

Mr. Akhund said the strategy of priority to on-going schemes would, however, 
continue during next year as the Federal Goverment has also directed that 
maximum funds should be allocated for on-going projects for their early 
completion. 


Mr. Akhund disclosed that according to next year's budget proposals Rs. 8.86 
crore are to be spent on new projects through local councils. The proposed 
allocation for Hyderabad division is Rs. 21 crore. 


Later during the discussion of budget proposals some of the members suggested 
that instead of population-cum-backwardness the criteria of allocating funds 
should be backwardness-cum-population so that backward district could get 
more funds. 


The Chairman, Divisional Coordination Committee, Kazi Abdul Majid Abid, 
emphasized that the Federal Government should be approached for providing 
more funds so that the size of next year's ADP budget could be increased,

RICE DELIVERY TO RECP--Various rice procuring agencies have delivered about 
5,118,730 tonnes of rice to the Rice Export Corporation of Pakistan (RECP), 
APP learnt through official sources.
